EXTENSIVE SHORT SELLING.

HARDENING OF DISCOUNTS
JN LONDON AND PARIS.

United States Steel Declines in
the Face of Favorable Reports

From the Railroads.

Nerw Tork, Sept. 15. Bxtenslve short
tolling, not unmixed with some liquida-
tion, was the feature of the day's stock
market, particularly during the early ses-

sion. Much of the telling was bared on
unfavorable crop reports.

ViTiIle the market movement was gov-

erned largely by this factor, others al-

most as depressing exerted no Inconsid-
erable Influence. London advices report-
ed that the Macedonian situation had as-
sumed & graver aspect, and this, together
with the probable crisis In the British
Cabinet, bringing Increased weakness to
consols, all made for lower prices. A
further hardening of discounts In Lon-
don and Paris was reported, though Paris
exchange on London was easier.

For all that, London bought perhaps 00

shares on balance, chiefly Atchison,
Southern Pacific and Erie. It Is quiteprobable that all of these transactionswere of the arbitrage sort.

The local narket opened with rathermore than the recent amount of activity,giving promise of a busy day. Fractionaldeclines were the rule, but a rally soon
followed under the lead of Atchison. Oth-er features of strength at this time wereSt. Paul and Reading. A number of in-
active issues, including General Blectric.
Rational Biscuit and Virginia. Carolina
iuviuiuiu. were iraaea in moderately, allat declines.
